Selectman  Chairman  Arthur 
Clark  suggested  at  last  week's 
meeting  that  Feola  be  put 
back  to  work  on  limited  ser- 
vice.

Po- 
lice Chief  Randolph  Feola,  it 
in  the  middle.

details.  He's  been  punished 
S200  a week."  Chief  Feola 
commented  that  the  case  had 
been  "overelaborated"  and 
doubted  that  his  son  could 
receive  a fair  trial  in  this 


county. 

Patrolman  Feola's  only 
comment  this  week  was  that 
his  trial  would  be  "a  full  open 
public  trial  and  very  interest- 
ing."
